in Biitz t^^stais 

The final tabulations from the 
1964 McCJill Itcd Featli'jr Ulitz 
show that $!J,5!)0.Hl col- 
lected durlnj; the annual Hlitz 
which took place last month. 

Included in this figure is 
$71.84 amassed at (he concert 
given by Ihc Japanese students 
from Kwanscl Gatun University 
at Rcdpath Hall on Sunday, Oc- 
tober 4. The amount taken in on 
the night of Ihc Ulltz alone to- 
talled $6,510. 

The total amount of $6,500.84 
is only $81.16 short of last year's 
collection of $6,672. However, 
this year the students on the 
Blitz did not go to certain areas 
of Outremont and Snowdon 
whose residents had previously 
contributed more than $1,000.

Professor Raymond Klibonsky, Chairman of McGîll's Philo- 
sophy Department, hos returned to Montreal after being honour- 
ed at o number of lop-level international meetings in Europe. 



One of only two Canadians who 
arc members of the International 
Institute of Philosophy, Profes- 
sor Klibansky was Vice-President 
of the Institute, the only philo- 
sophical academy in the world. 

He participated In (he discus- 
sions of (his organization over a 
period of one week and he de- 
livered a report on "Philosophy 
and World Community", a series 
of publications he is directing 
for the Institute. 

Earlier in August he was pre- 
sented with a parchment in re- 
cognition of his work in starting 
the first critical edition of the 
work and philosophy of Cardinal 
Nicholas of Cusa. 

During the first week of Sep- 



tember, the McGill Professor was 

elected Vice-President of the In- 
ternational Society for the Study 
of .Medieval I'hilosophy at its 
meeting in Italy. 

Professor Klibansky was also 
the only Canadian invited by 
UNESCO to attend a one-week 
conference of experts from va- 
rious countries of the world, ga- 
thered to assess the actual state 
of the humanities and social 
sciences today. 

He occupies the Frotheringham 
chair of Logic and Metaphysics 
at McGill. He joined the staff in 
1947, after lecturing at Oxford 
University. Klibansky was edu- 
cated at the Universities of Hei- 
delberg, Hamburg and Oxford.

There have been frequant occasions in 
the past when RecJpath Library has been 
crowded; this year, however, marks the first 
time it has become impossible to find a seat 
in the Undergraduate Library during the first 
month of classes. 

If anyone requires graphic proof of in* 
creased enrollment, let him try to work his 
way in to Redpath any weekday afternoon. 

There are lines in front of the UL; as one 
person leaves, another is permitted to enter. 
There are lines for reserve books — 20 
minutes to half an hour is hot uncommon. 

Although the Library's problems are not 
essentially new, the emphasis is different 
this year. In the post, a major complaint 
has been the lack of books. That problem 
remains, but the University is acting to 
correct it. The tack of books, however, is 
overshadowed completely by the lack of 
reading space. 

Many students in the library do not use 
library books. Their need is for reading 
rooms, places to study during their odd hours 
between lectures. It is of primary importance 
that the University provide these extra read- 
ing rooms. 



In the last few years, areas such as 
Morris Hall have been set: aside at exam 
time for reading purposes. But there are 
problerhs in this policy. First, rooms such 
as these are required immediately. Second, 
more rooms must be made available than 
has been the case in the post. And third, 
a reading room does little good if it is dark 
and dirty, as was Morris Hall. 

No one will dispute that McGill is pressed 
for space; nor does anyone argue with the 
immediate need for reading space. Even 
temporary relief would be useful until and 
most likely after, the reading rooms in the 
Humanities Building are opened. Last year, 
attempts were made to get students to use 
empty classrooms. A problem here was that 
no discipline was enforced, and more often 
than not the atmosphere was less than con- 
ducive to study. Nevertheless, even this 
might be better than the present situation. 

Another study areq might be Redpath 
Hall, although it is in use most evenings. 
And we would even question the relative 
value of additional lockers in the arts build- 
ing as opposed to extra reading space. 

One thing is certain — as much as is being 
done to improve the Library, as much as the 
University is attempting ,to meet its space 



requirements, McGill Is failing in its most 
primary duties if it does not provide, in the 
immediate future, extra reading rooms for 
at least the afternoon hours. 

In vino... 

Editorials on vandalism and drunkenness 
during football trips traditionally have op- 
peared immediately before or after such 
trips, as a warning or rebuke. This one starts 
a precedent as a simple, belated expression 
of disgust. 

Various light-hearted hi-jinks during the 
trip will probably end up causing all the 
students who went by train to lose their 
deposits. We don't know who Steve is, but 
whoever wrote "We love Steve" across the 
ceiling of one coach probably created a host 
of convinced Steve-haters. 

More serious, in terms of harm and de- 
gradation to on individual, was a case of 
over-indulgence which resulted in one stu- 
dent being rushed to hospital by ambulance 
for a badly-needed purge. 

Drinking until you pass out is degrading, 
and breaking and damaging things for no 
good reason at all is as serious an indication 
of warped moral standards. A football trip 
is perhaps not as conducive as a refreaf to 
developing moral responses, but why must 
it be an occasion for complete lawlessness? 

Drinking moderately at home gomes is 
perhaps not a heinous offense. Flaunting 
liquor in somebody else's stadium, where 
Ontario drinking regulations as well as the 
university administration frown upon it, and 
making a drunken, irresponsible spectacle 
on public transport, is certainly no woy to 
make friends and influence people for 
McGill. It is OS McGill representatives, as 
a McGIII cheering section, that we go to 
the games in the first place.

When one considers how 
much the freedom of the press 
is regarded as a very potent and 
d.nngerous political instrument 
in some countries, and sees this 
precious freedom unapprecia- 
ted, or even abused here,— that 
even here in the heart of erudi- 
tion, at the scat of social and 
political conscience, and socie- 
ty's nucleus of intellectual fer- 
vour, there Is little communica- 
tion, concern, and life, It really 
makes you wonder what It is 
that people are so worked up 
about defending. 

Hardly a vital subject is rai- 
sed; hardly a controversial to- 
pic debated. The professors as 
well as the students in the so- 
cial sciences and humanities are 
the first to be blamed for this 
moral lethargy on campus. 

How can they conscientiously 
study day in and day out the 
problems of human existence 
without feeling a stronjg 'desire 
to discuss and: relate themt' To 
this I don't suppose there Is a 
simple answer. 

As a springboard from this 
point, let us discuss the role that 
university students and profes- 
sors ' can and should play . in! 
grappling with the pressing pro- 
blems of achieving world peace. 
One very obvious fact is that 
the whole question has 
grown far too complex for ama- 
teurs. As students, we can no 
longer afford to dabble in the 
vital issues , of our day. as part 
of our extra^:urrlcuiar activities. 

. This Is where the peace mo- 
vement, the Combined Universi- 
ties Campaign for Nuclear Di- 



sarmament has been and'is still 
failing so abyssmally. Efforts to- 
wards peace can no longer be 
shrugged otf as a way-out busi- 
ness. It has to gain "respecta- 
bility" in tjovernnient, business, 
religious, and last but not least, 
academic circles, if it is to make 
any headway. Nu one can be so 
illusioned as to think that 
the present East-West detente 
In the aging Cold War can be 
cherished except by the cons- 
tant efforts of peace-loving peo- 
ple the world over, against the 
. ever^ncroaching apathy and 
ignorance. . 

' 'Peace Education and research 
is, the first step. In this field, 
students and professors alike 
should encourage each other, to 
take up this diverse subject 
whichican be incorporated Into 
any course that you can think 
of. On the tindergraduate level, 
courses should be introduced tu 
study the various aspects of 
achieving a peaceful world. 
This can also be done in exis- 
ting courses by research term 
papers, etc. Indeed, as the late 
President Kennedy when he was 
a senator had poignantly remar- 
ked, many American college 
students know more about the 
history of 1C66 than current 
affairs. 

Thij state of affairs is appal- 
ling. Perhaps in a few decades, 
students will be studying with 
the same degree of detachment 
history which is in the making 
now. Why are we not studying 
history as it is shaping our des- 
tiny NOW? Our future will be 
Influenced by whether or not 
we will take an initiative in (his 
venture towards world peace.

Calling a few of the poems Haiku 
invites comparison with such -oriental 
poems in- thé' tradition of Zen- Bud* 
dhism, whose influence has come to 
us only since the last war. For Zen 
the universe is spiritual, to the point 
of being absolutely impenetrable to 
reason, and through Haiku, descrip- 
tive poems of an almost epigrammatic 
concision, it claims to make us feel 
deep spiritual vibrations linking the 
universe with us. In two or three of 
ftlayne's Haiku, there is a sense of 
solemnity, of great forces permeating 
the universe, for instance In "Eve- 
ning." 

murmurs... 'two mountains 
tremble (caress of wind. 

dark 

skinned sky embraces ... 

Mayne't problem at a poet is efccvc 
all to attain convicllont it to the 
meaning of life and the unlverie, 
which is to say convictions as a man, 
not just at a pott. It it a prcblcm 
he shares with just about everyone 
writing poetry at the prêtent mo- 
ment. He hit avoided some of the 
usual pitfalls, notably in not tteking 
his all on a barren and boring sexual- 
ity, which his to be criticized ad 
nauseum as the poets cling to it ad 
nauseum. He hat avoided the para- 
noic pitfall of blasting everyone else's 
motives while treating .one's own as 
utterly pure. In Montreal such pit- 
falls are the stock and trade of the 
pantheon in which Irving Laylon 
plays the role.ef Zeus. They were the 
bane of recent volumes In the McGill 
Poetry Series, by Michael Malus end 
Pierre Coupey. 

One student poet who recently has 
solved the pioblem of conviction is 
Steve Smith, wliosc volume in the 
McGili Poetry Series was brought 
out before liis death this summer. He 
subscribed to one of the world's great 
religious traditions, Judaism, and 
even if religion is supposed to be old 
hat, it is doubtful \l it .has been as 
discredited as its discredltors, who 
while blasting away at it have 'failed 
to come up with anything particularly 
striking themselves. 

[.est this criticism seem to end 
with a plug for religion, let us nvilch 
to ai plug for politics, which is altogo- 
ther more respectable. Mayne gives 
two epigraphs concerning the moon 
at the beginning of Ids volume, one 
.of them by the French Poet Jules 
Laforgiie,->vhich, however, appears in 
English. Living, in a city like Mon- 
treal, its vast 'French population 
seething, ' we would probably show 
ourselves more discreet as well as 
more literate to have such quotations.

of colds, but since slippery thro-'

For athletes who have comple> 
ted their preparatory proeraou, a 
layoff is often a good thing, but 
for those who have counted on 
sharpening up here, especially . 
the athletes from south of the .

As the (lay of reckoning appro- 
aches, fewer athletes show up 
each evening at the large recrea- 
tion liall and those who do have 
become quieter.

the market for track shoes, whe- 
re the amateur status of the 
athlete is ruthlessly exploited. 
The advertising value of having 
a gold medal winner break the 
tape in Brand "X" shoes is tre- 
mendous, so all companies flood 
name athletes with their shoes in 
hopes they will be worn in a fi- 
nal event One company has even 
dunged the basic coloring of its 
shoe because the new color sche- 
me will show up better on televi- 
sion. This same company also has 
tailor-made shoes for one or two 
favourites, although all shoes 
they sell are manufactured on an 
assembly' line. 



The amateur code bars athletes 
from taking money for sporting 
a particular brand of spikes. But 
this doesn't prevent athletes 
from accepting numerous pairs 
of shoes as gifts.. In fact, among 
'sjprintcrs, a man's reputation is 



in direct proportion to the num- 
ber of shoes he has been given. 

The ihoo acceptance record 
was established in the last Games 
In Rome when 4004neters hurd- 
les champ Glenn Davis of the US 
senf homo 47 paîrs of shoes. A 
top runner rarely uses one-tenth 
of the shoes ha collects ond most 
give them ouf to younger runners 
in their homo clubs who .would 
otherwise have to buy their own. 

A less exclusive item of Vil- 
lage collection is the souvenir 
badge. Most athletes come armed 
with several pins decorated with 
their own country's official insig- 
nia, plus any other trinkets 
which they hope will attract a 
trade. Swapping keeps the Villa- 
ge moving twenty-four hours a 
day. 

The most astute traders come 
from behind the Iron Curtain. 
They trade In groups to intimi- 
date you and they offer a mis- 
cellaneous assortment of pins in 
exchange for your maple leaf. 
When you show your pin the 
Hungarian grabs it and then pas- 
ses it around to all his friends, 
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who grunt either approval or di- 
sapproval—you're not sure if 
you'll ever sec it again. Then if 
you're not careful, he'll reach in- 
to his pocket, pull out a fairly 
good-looking pin with a red star 
on it, wave it in front of you, 
give it to you, and disappear. 
Wlien you look at your acquisi- 
tion closely, itil read something 
like "World Youth Festival, 
1051". The Reds must issue pins 
at all their propaganda festivals 
and the athletes save them for 
trade at the Olympics. 

If Canadians choke up on the 
track, it won't be because of a 
lack of coaching. In addition to 
official team coaches Bob Adams 
and Jim Dally, most athletes will 
have their own personal coaches 
along. The pretence of your own 
coach can bt a big factor in the 
Olympics, for he can quickly dis- 
pel ^any^doubts about your own 
training and techniques that you 
might pick Up in Village gossip. 
In athletics, there are ntany dif- 
ferent training diets which can 
nourish a champion, but It Is lm> 
perattve to stick to your own.
